The Mystery of Iniquity (Part II) 



I hope everyone who read the first part of this series really took some 
time to reflect on the Hegelian dialectic and how it silently but 
effectively influences just about every moral decision we make. But 
recognizing it is only the first step; the next is untangling the damage 
that it has rendered to our thinking processes and to go back and 
reevaluate every single decision we have made based on it. It is not a 
task for the faint of heart or those who because of pride are unwilling 
to admit they were wrong and change their thinking. 

I am not treating you like most pastors do, as a child; they selectively 
spoon feed you to keep you hooked on coming to them for your truth. 
I am giving you the tools to dig for yourself You are going to play a 
part in the liberation of your own mind. I am showing you the blueprint 
so you can understand and decode what has happened and what will 
happen in the future for yourself 

As Above, So Below 

Now that you understand the Hegelian dialectic I want to introduce 
you to its occult counterpart "As above, so below". If you're one of 
those people who are skeptical that the new bible versions are 
corrupted notice how they brazenly substituted this occult doctrine for 
the Words of God.

In truth the Hegelian dialectic is occult in nature; it is about striking a balance between light and dark, Yin and 
Yang or simply good and evil The occult concept is that darkness is good because it is by the existence of it that 
we appreciate light. 

In the above tarot card the "As above, so below" doctrine is expressed by the one hand pointing up and the 
other pointing down. In between the two we see the infinity symbol which in the tarot is used to represent unity 
and balance. Yes, unity is one of the cornerstones of all the occult mystery religions. Doesn't it make you feel all 
warm and fuzzy inside knowing that the occult world is pushing for unity too, just like the ecumenical movement? 

Balance and Unity 

This occult thinking is prevalent in many Christians; just today a woman was insisting to me that as Christians we 




must be "balanced". When pressed for what she meant she said that we must not become too legalistic. It was 
Leonard Ravenhill who said "When there's something in the Bible that churches don't like, they call it 'legalism'. 
This concept of balance is phase two of the Hegelian dialectic. Phase one gets us to self identify with one of the 
two sides of an issue, even if we have to adapt our thinking to match it. Phase two is where we synthesize the 
two opposing views to create balance and unity.

If you noticed the list of examples I made of the dialectic I put down "Love vs. Hate" which might have seemed 
to some to be a poor example of the dialectic, but I beg to differ. For example: Christian tells another Christian 
that how they are living is wrong according to scripture; is this love or hate? Far too often our visceral reaction 
would be to immediately categorize Godly correction as being judgmental and unloving. 

Judge not according to the appearance, but judge righteous judgment. 
John 7:24 (KJV) © 

This is the polarizing effect of Hegelian thinking in action; it requires that we try to judge motives instead of ideas 
based on their own merits. To make decisions based on emotion rather than reason, even if that means forcing a 
square peg into the round hole. The dialectic has become so deeply ingrained into our psyches that we never 
seem to realize that we've become exactly what we claim to hate most; judgmental and unloving bigots. 

The dialectic has crept into every human interaction; it leads us to think of those who want secure borders as 
racists or people who recognize their government has done much evil as unpatriotic traitors. In essence, it makes 
us bigoted and stupid.
